I take pleasure in submitting to 
you herewith the second report of 
the Industrial Bureau under the pre- 
sent management. 

The office of the Bureau has been 
moved from Sioux Falls, S. D., to 
Koshkonong, Mo. All mail should 
be addressed to me to the new loca- 
tion, R. V. D. No. 1. 

The different members of this 
Bureau have attended over six State 
and one National Convention during 
the past six months. 

All of the plans outlined in my 
first report have been started. Dur- 
ing the past six months a little over 
$100.00 has been sent in to assist ns 
in our undertaking. All of the 
State conventions that met this year 
were furnished with Industrial 
Blanks. The Minnesota convention 
wus the only one that failed to assist 
us in putting the blanks into the 
hands of the deaf. In all 2000 
blanks were sent out to conventions 
and 500 to individuals. The re- 
turns are coming in slowly. Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin seem to be the 
most progressive States. Blanks 
are sent out at any time on request. 

Mr. Kothert has made a sugges- 
tion that lectures on corn-growing 
and other important farming pro- 
blems, be delivered at the next Con- 
vention by professors from some of 
our agricultural colleges. This sug- 
gestion has been approved, and Mr. 
Rothert will push the matter at the 
pippt r time. 

From now on the 191 3 exhibit will 
be pushed. We will publish in- 
formation on this subject just as 
soon as the next meeting place is 
decided on.

, 1 i.kmi.n : — The status of the 
Moviug Picture Fund, and the En- 
dowment Fund, is rather indefinite. 
The treasurer of the fund and a 
number of other are uuder the im 
pression that the collection of this 
fund is independent of the N. A. I>., 
and assurance has been given by the 
treasurer of the fund, by what 
authority I have not vet learn. -.1. 
that the N. A. D. would not take 
control of the money. The State 
treasurers of Colorado Springs held a 
meeting and elected a committee to 
take charge of the tund and its <lis 
l>m. salient. I < amiot sec thai 

■ miitec has any legal standing, 
or any legal right to disburse money. 
As the money was collected in the 
name of the N. A. D., it appears to 
me that the Executive Committee is 
the only party that has any legal 
right to disburse it 

There is no questiou in my mind 
but -that the treasurers' committee, 
composed of Messrs. Regensburg, 



Drake, Gray, Loucks and Carrell, 
will act in good faith, and that the 
money in Mr. Regensburg' s hands 
is safe. I am corresponding with 
him on the subject. I desire to act 
in such a way as to avoid friction ; 
but at the same time 1 insist that 
the matter must be handled in a 
legal and businesslike way. 

The best way I believe will be for 
the Executive Committee to author- 
ize the appointment of a Moving 
Picture Fund Committee of seven, 
including those elected by the State 
treasurers, all of whom are members 
of the N. A. D. This would give 
the committee legal standing, with 
authority from Executive Committee 
to expend the money and care for 
the films. Mr. Veditz made a mo- 
tion that such a committee be ap- 
pointed, but as he has retired from 
the Executive Committee it will be 
necessary for some one else to make 
the motion, have it seconded, and 
send it to me so I can put it to a 
vote.

Gentlemen : — In my letter of 
October 22d, 19 10, I referred to the 
indefinite status of the Committee 
on the Moving Picture Fund. Since 
then I have received additional in- 
formation on the subject, which is 
herewith submitted for your 
sideration. 

As will be seen, former President 
Veditz authorized Mr. Regensburg 
to act in the name of the N. A. D. 
' ' The State Managers or Treasurers 
will serve- as a special committee of 
the N. A. D. Whutever Funds 
may be raised will be the property 
of the N. A. D., to be applied to the 
purchase of the moving pictuiis 
desired under the direction of Mr. 
RegQiisberg, and whatever surplus 
there may be is to goto the Endow- 
ment Fund of the Association. I 
trust yon will sanction my course in 
the matter."

But I can see no basis for the claim 
that the Treasurers' Committee [1 
dependent of the N. A. D. If the 



Association is to "hold itself re- 
sponsible for the houorable per- 
formance of the trust," it certainly 
must have some say in the expendi- 
ture of the money, and Treasurers' 
Committee must be responsible to 
the N. A. D. 

It should also be kept in mind 
that it was not the chain letter plan 
that brought in the money The 
plan that was really successful was 
a subscription blank under a N. A. 
1). heading, which expressly stated 
that " The Association is raising a 
Fund for the purpose of taking and 
preserving in Moving Pictures Ad- 
dresses and Lectures delivered in the 
Sign Language, etc." Nothing in 
this circular gives any other idea 
than that the mony is collected by 
and for the N. A. D. In fact I 
never knew that it was anything but 
a N. A. D. project until after the 
Colorado meeting, nor did any one 
else with whom I have talked on the 
subject. The action of the State 
Treasurers at Colorado Springs was 
a complete surprise to me. 

However, as Mr. Veditz authoriz- 
ed the formation of Committee of 
State Treasurers, this fact should be 
recognized. The Association is for- 
tunate in having a man like Mr. 
Regensburg who is willing and able 
to give his time and work to the As- 
sociation without cost. The time he 
has given to this matter, if paid for 
at a fair price would be worth hun- 
dreds of dollars, which is his gift to 
the Association. The State Trea- 
surers, who attended the Colorado 
meeting, are all members of the N. 
A, D. , and the committee selected 
by them are all men of character 
and ability, in good standing in the 
Association. There is, therefore, no 
reason why they should not con- 
tinue to have charge of the ex- 
penditure of the fund, which they 
have already started to do. 

But the money belongs to the N. 
A. D. There can be no questions 
about that. Under our constitution 
no money can be expended without 
the approval of the Ex. Com. To 
give the M. P. Fund Committee any 
legal right to expend the mouey it 
will be necessary for the Ex. Com. 
to give it authority. I therefore 
suggest that the Committee selected 
by the State Treasurer be recognized 
by the Ex. Com., and authorized 
to expend the money collected for 
moving picture films, subject, how- 
ever, to the approval of the Presi- 
dent of the N. A. D., and that the 
actions of the Committee shall be 
reported to the President from time 
to time as called upon. 

So far the Committee has not 
consulted me about expenditures, 
and has not officially reported any 
of its acts to me. I understand, 
however that it has been decided to 
expend $5,000.00 for moving pic- 
tures, and that any sum received 
above this amount will be turned 
into the Endowment Fund. About 
$4,000.00 has thus far been received. 
The cost of the Gallaudet moving 
picture film, I understand, will be 
from $700 to $1 ,000.00. Incidental 
expenses to date have been between 
$too.oo and $200.00. 

This matter is now open to mo- 
tion and amendment and discussion. 
I believe this matter had best be 
settled iu executive session, and I 
will later report the result in the 
Journal.

Statement by Mr. Rbgbnsburg. 

Mr. Veditz has sent me a hecto- 
graph of statement to Ex. Com. in 
I. P. fund sent either in Nov. or 
Dec. 1909. As Mr. Veditz desires 
me to return the original copy, I 
quote it as follows : 

" Another matter to which I 
would cull your attention is a scheme 
to secure moving picture films of 
lectures and addresses in the sign 
language by Dr. Gallaudet, Dr. Fay, 
and others. From the first Mr. Re- 
v>« usburg has been enthusiastically 
interested 111 the matter. Wc ■ 
deavored to raise funds by appealing 
■ nch friends of the sign language 
as Mr. Win. Wade, but their reply 
was to the effect that panic left them 
'broke.' Mr. Regensburg finally hit 
upon the chain lettei plan, first as- 
suring himself that this procedure 
would not coutlict with the postal 
laws. I authorized him to act in 
the name of the N. A. D. The State 



Manager's or Treasurers will serve as 
a special committee of the N. A. D. 
Whatever fuuds may be raised will 
be the property of the N. A. D. , to 
be applied to the purchase of the 
moving pictures desired under the 
direction of Mr. Regensburg, and 
whatever surplus there may be is to 
go to the Endowment Fund of the 
Association. I trust you will sanc- 
tion my course in this matter." 

There were other statements 
published by Mr. Veditz, which gave 
me the impression that this Special 
Committee was In the same position 
as the Local Committee, which col- 
lected money in the name of the 
N. A. D , and expended it without 
the approval of the Ex. Com. Ac- 
cordingly uuder date of March 19th 
I issued a public appeal for a fund 
of "Twenty Thousand Dollars," 
which was first sent to the President 
of the N. A. D. for approval before 
its publication in the various papers 
for the Deaf. 

The circular began thus : 

' ' You have long been aware that 
the Kx Com. of the N. A. D. has 
directed us to take charge of the M. 
P, Fund. This is to be a National 
project; not a project for]the benefit 
of the N. A. D. The Association 
has lent us the use of its name, 
simply as a "guarantee of good 
faith," that the project is a perfect- 
ly legitimate one, and that the As- 
sociation holds itself responsible for 
the honorable performance of the 
trust. You will agree that without 
having some show of authority, my 
committee could not command the 
confidence and respect of thousands 
of would-be contributors not ac- 
quainted with us. 

"The Com. appointments have 
been made without regard to mem- 
bership affiliations in the N. A. D. 
This Com. will act independently of 
the Association in the employment 
of the fund for the purpose named, 
and each State, being represented on 
this Com. , will have a direct voice 
in this matter. Only one possible 
exception is made. In case any 
surplus money is on hand, all such 
money will be turned over to the 
Endowment Fund of the Associa- 
tion." 

That the public conceived this to 
11 independent movement is 
proven by an extract of an article 
which appeared in the Journal 
written by " Cecilius Calvert." 
" As we understand it, and as Pres. 
Veditz himself declared in one of his 
newspaper articles, the movement, 
inaugurated by Mr. Oscar Regens- 
burg is not connected with the 
National Association of the Deaf, 
although circumstances have placed 
it under the auspices of a member of 
the Association for the time being. 
We suppose Mr. Regensburg should 
be allowed to select the subjects by 
reason of the labors, but perhaps the 
State Treasurers in their capacity of 
associates to him will want their 
say." 

On Aug. 1 2 th the many treasurers 
present at Col. Springs held a meet- 
ing in the School building, to assist 
me in the selection of subjects for 
the M. P. camera and pass upon ex- 
penditures, contracts, etc. 

I was authorized to appoint a sub- 
committee. Not wishing to show 
any partiality, the motion at my re- 
quest was amended to elect the com- 
mitte of five with the result Messrs. 
Drake, Gray, Carrell, Loucks, and 
myself were selected. As they are 
all members in good standing, they 
should continue to have the con- 
fidence of the Executive Committee 
iu handling the Fund."

Lust Sunday a mother appeared 
at Church with her little deaf son, 
who has been attending the local 
Oral school for several years. She 
has been anxious to get him into 
Hartford, but the Principal there 
has notified Rev. Mr. Wyaud that 
the ease bad been biought to his uo- 
tice before. This lad is physically 
and mentally sound, iu our opinion, 
and Massachusetts owes him an 
education, and should be forced to 
do het duly. It is a proud boast 
that Hartford has been the dump- 
ing gound of Massachusetts, theie 
fore Dr. Williams' attitude will 
have the support of every sane 
person.

The aged mother of Mrs. Hardy 
P. Chapmau, after patient Waiting 
and longing for that Rest from 
which there is no return, departed 
this life on October 7th, at the 
Home in Everett. The deaf of the 
past thieoseore years had a tried 
ami true friend in her.

The fellow was an Intelligent 
looking man of 35, of the " any joh" 
type. Theie were no shoestrings in 
sight, but he had a papet-wiapped 
package of something in his pocket. 
No one could say his tongue was 
not all right. He said in his hook 
"My hearing is all right." While 
he passed the hook fiom one man 
to another at the stores U looked 
like begging, for no shoestrings 
shown, anil it looked liked he 
was too modest to show them. The 
people received him with a chuckle 
and 110 one gave him a penny. The 
writer then advised him to be care- 
ful, as it was illegal to beg and also 
to sell without a license. He tip- 
ped his hat anil ciossed the stieet 
(oward the employment, bureau, 
while we hunted for a' cop in vain.

The New York Jewish Committee 
of the Deaf has recently beeu quite 
active in its work for the Jewish 
deaf. A religious class is now be- 
ing conducted on Sunday mornings 
for the Jewish children ot the New 
York Institution for the Instruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb at 16Sd Street 
and Fort Washington Avenue. 
These classes are held at the Syna- 
gogue of the B'nai Israel Congrega- 
tion of Washington Heights on 
161st Street, near Amsterdam 
Avenue. 

The Committee is now arranging 
for a series of lectures to tie given 
twice a month in various parts of 
New York and Brooklyn, the dates 
of which will shortly be aanewnoed. 
Religious services on Sunday after- 
noons iu Brooklyn are also contem- 
plated, for those who cannot attend 
the services on Friday night* iu 
New York. 

A monthly social re-unlon, at 
which a high-class eoteraimueut will 
be provided and which will be free 
to the members of the Herbew Con- 
gregation of the Deaf, is also being 
arranged. 

It is earnestly urged that all ths 
Jewish deaf in Greater New York 
and vicinity enroll themselves as 
members of the cougregration. Effec- 
tive social work can only be done if 
ai.i. the Jewish deaf unite together 
for the common good. There are at 
the preseut time hundreds of Jewish 
tleaf who ought to be members snd 
who are holding aloe/.

Fo' the first time this year a team 
from Gallaudet has been out classed 
in a game of foot-ball by its oppo- 
nent. Saturday morning, Novem- 
ber 11th, a happy-go-lucky crowd of 
seventy-five Gallaudet students, 
alumni and friends, jouruied to An- 
napolis to take in the annual game 
between St. Johns and Gallaudet. 
•Villi the exception of a few, who 
realized the Kendall Green team's 
weakened condition, no one in the 
crowd but felt confident that the 
ideas of vietory would perch on 
the Buff and Blue. Out the disillu- 
sionment was quick and absolute, 
once the game weut on. 

The Washington crowd left the 
White House Station at 8:15 on 
"The Gallaudet Special," a two 
coach train on the W. B. St A. 
Electric line. Uncle " Shebby"

Mrs. George H. Witschief (nee 
Justina Arnold) died at her home 
iu Arlington, N. J , at a quarter 
past three on the morning of Thurs- 
day, November 9th.

spoke at some length about the 
deaf of England, lie visilcd his 
home-folks a few years ago and met 
some deaf there. From them he 
learned that the deaf were not do- 
ing as well as in Ihe time when he 
lived there. The cause is the Em- 
ployer's Liability Law which barred 
them (rom some lucrative positions 
which they foimerly held. He 
though I it not unlikely that Ameri 
can deaf would find themselves in 
the same plight sooner or later. 

With reference to All Souls' pro- 
posed Parish Building, be deaorlbed 
the Mission centers of the English 
deaf who seem to have the best 
equipped mission houses of any 
country. Among the amusement pri- 
vileges provided, billiard playing is 
the favorite with most of the deaf. 
So great was the interest felt in it 
when Mr. Partington lived in Eng- 
land, that It became detrimental to 
the religions work for which the 
missions chiefly existed. Ha cited 
an instance where Ihe billiard play- 
ing privilege was discontinued with 
the result that the mission was no 
longer an attractive center for the 
deaf. They transferred their pa 
tronage to another mission which 
Dei mitted the sport. Judging from 

•zpeiienoe of the deaf of Fug 
laud, Mr. Partington doubted the 

wisdom of including billiard play- 
Ing among the privileges of All 
Souls' proposed parish house. The 
i.alk was very interesting and it 
will doubtless be given all the con- 
sideration it merits by the people of 
All Souls'. 

Last on the program was a re- 
citation of "Old Lady, No. 31," by 
Mrs. Geo. T. Sanders. Some want- 
ed lo know If Mrs. Sanders was the 
identical No. 31, but she simply 
smiled for au answer. The delivery 
was charmingly given and was also 
an amusing fl/naU to the exercises.

He suspends 
an alarm clock by a ribbon around 
his neck aud sleeps with it next his 
body. When the alarm rings at 
5 a.m. or some such villainous 
hour, it beats such a tattoo over his 
heart, or lung, that it never fails to 
awaken him, however soundly he 
may be sleeping.

He is already a physi- 
cal wreck of what was once a 
bright and capable man. God 
have mere)- on us all, especially ou 
the deaf- mute who has become Old 
te'a miserable slave. 
If the above item should meat 
his eye, may it shame him 
some better effort. And the Hart- 
ford Alms House is stiU'.open to him 
if he will come and make some 
effort to live decently and soberly. 
If he don't his days are about num- 
bered, as his health is sadly broken.

It. in propoHed to ereatu a meuioiial 
to the late Rev. Tlioman Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Aim'n Church for 
Duaf-MutuH. The present Church 
ia situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
Hue of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faeade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, whiob 
would have completed the church 
with which bli imii') huh always 
been associated. Tbla was not pei- 
in it ted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Aim's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mates. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
five feet iu depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
aud will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Th* 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about 930,000, ami the building 
itself, iu iiM position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous mouiiiueut 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
